Examiner's Comment 

1 . Applicants' amendment after Final rejection has been entered. The amendment 
has overcome rejections under 35 USC 102 (e) and 103(a) for the reasons set forth 
below. 

Allowable Claims 

2. Claims 1-22 and 75-78 (now renumbered as claims 1-26) are allowed over the 
prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Malik et al (6,448,368) 

Malik discloses a hydroxyterminated FOX prepolymer and compositions containing such 
prepolymer represented by formula

The FOX copolymer is disclosed in particular in col. 22, line 50 
According to Malik the termination group R1 can be derived form initiator solvent that 
can be is selected from the group consisting of ethylene glycol; butane-1 ,4-diol; 
propylene glycol; isobutane-1,3-diol; pentane-1,5-diol; pentaerythritol; 
trimethylolpropane, trifluoroethanol and mixtures of at least two thereof. Malik further 
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teaches recovering as a reaction product said FOX prepolymer composition.

However, as instantly amended, claims call for the presence of non-initiator 
solvent in the amount of less than 10%, and as a result of such process limitation the 
obtained product has less than 10% of a cyclic oligomer. On the other hand, Malik 
utilizes at lest 15% of such solvent, therefore allowing the amount of cyclic oligomer , 
which is out of the scope of the instant claims. 

NO other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly the instant claims has been 
located as of the date of th8is Office Action. Therefore, claims 1-22, 75-78 are allowed 
over the prior art of record.
